Racial Tolerance and 
International Police 
Will Prevent Wars 

"Can we organize à world where 
wars will not recur in each genera- 
tion?" asked Dr., .William Agar as 
the theme of his discussion at the 
People's Forum last night. Dr. Agar 
chose as his topic "From Atlantic 
Charter lb World Charter." 

In his lecture Dr. Agar challenged 
the Allies, claiming that we have a 
lot to learn before we can perma- 
nently avoid .war. as a means to 
solving differences between nations. 
Ho explained that the Atlantic 
Charier, which is a "statement of 
high aim." ceased to be of local 
nature vyhen 26 nations added their

Herb Quinn, leading graduate 
student in the Department of 
Political Science, Is making a study 
of the theory and practice behind 
party politics in Canada, using the 
recent Cartier election as a case 
study of the methods actually em- 
ployed in practice by the various 
parties. He will present some of his 
findings in an address on "A Study 
in Politics" to the Political Econ- 
omy Club tonight in the Union 
grillroom at 8,15 p.m. Also on the 
agenda is the question of amending 
the Club's constitution in order to 
provide for the admission of wo- 
men. 

Hie greater part of the meeting 
will be spent in the discussion of 
Quinn's talk. It will deal with the 
differences between the theoretical 
Ideals of the party system in a de- 
mocracy and the actual techniques 
employed in practice in party pro- 
grams and campaigns. The tactics 
of the four groups contesting the 
by-elecllon In the Cartier district 
last August will provide material 
instances of the practical side of 
the Investigation. 

This is the second meeting of the 
year for the Club, which is now in 
its thirtieth year, and as hu been 
the .custom, in the.<paiti few years 
the possibility of aupwlng cocdj to 
attend the :.Club's meotlngs will be 
brought up."

Lecturer Dies 
Of Heart Attack 

À. R. B. Lockhàrt 
Was Teacher 
At Macdonald

Resignation of 
Director Refused 

Saskatchewan U. 
Students Council 
Keeps Music Head 

Saskatoon, Nov. IS — (C.U.P.) — 
The resignation of Chuck Batten as 
lesident music director, which was 
tendered to the Students Represen- 
tative Council of the University of 
Saskatchewan last week, was re- 
fused by that body. 

Mr. Batten had stated that he had 
continually encountered opposition 
and criticism which left no otner 
course open to him but to resign. 
He said further that the activities of 
the Music Directorate had been 
labelled as unsulled to the type of 
music which should be fostered In 
a University. ' 

Tlie Student Representative 
Council refused the resignation on 
many points Chiefly however it was 
felt that criticism launched by the 
administration towards activities of 
the Musical Director does not con- 
stitute lack of confidence in the 
policy and activities of the Direc- 
torate. 

Immediately afterwards, Mr. Bat- 
ten was granted permission to con- 
tinue arrangements for an operetta 
by unanimous consent of the stu- 
dent rcpresentatlve^eouiiell. 



Boy Scout Rally 
Is Lunch Topic 

Rennie Describes 
1937 Jamboree 
At Vogelenzang 

"World Scout Jamboree" was Ihe 
topic of a talk given by Doug Ren< 
nie to the Coam^litan Club ycs' 
terday. He' outHiTél' the experiences 
of a group of sixteen -Jamaican Boy 
Scouts during their three month 
lour through the Caribbean to the 
world scout jamboree In Holland, 
and back home again by way of 
England, In the summer of 1937. 

He began with a description of 
the trip through the Caribbean, arid 
a graphic picture of Cuba and 
Bermuda, ports of call on the way 
lo France. Once across the Atlantic 
the party dis-embarked at La 
Palico and travelled by train 
through France and Belgium to the 
camping ground of twenty . thous- 
and scouts from all the democraUc 
nations of the world at Vogelen- 
zang. 

Here, their lime was divided be- 
tween partaking Jn international 
gatlierlngs, swapping clothes and 
other possessions among one an- 
other, and travelling around 
through the tulip beds, canals and 
mills of the surrounding Dutch 
country-side. 

The speaker felt that such .-nass 
rallies could not but help be a 
great factor in promoting under- 
standing among the young people 
of the world, and being a great step 
along the path to peace. At any 
rate, he said, whatever the rally had

Registration Thursday 
For Students Over 18 

McGill will again support thé 
R'ed Cross Blood Bank drive 
and tlic Research Councils quest 
for Guinea Pigs when students 
will be called upon to register 
under the auspices of the War 
Council. The day for registra- 
tion has been set for Thursday, 
Novcniber 18, and booths will bo 
locatccl at various strategic 
points on the cnmpus. 

' Cards Issued . 

Two types of cards are to be 
given out. The first will be a card 
for the Red Cross Blood Bank and 
may be filled In by cither men or 
women students over 18 years of 
age. The second is for Guinea Pigs 
and general war council activity 
and is open only to men students. 
Women students are excluded as 
the Women's Union have planned 
a separate scheme. 

At no time In the history of the 
nation has the importance of Blood 
Donors been more emphasized than 
at present. The CBC has stressed 
the Intensified action of Canadian 
troops In Italy which necessitates 
more blood plasma while at the 
same lime the general tendency 
among donors has been to decrease 
in attendance In view of the fav- 
ourable war trend. Last year 2000 
donors were needed but 6000* vol- 
unteered weekly. The number has 
risen sharply and 15,000 are now 
required weekly. 

Guinea Pig Club. 

The Guinea Pigs were members 
of a club last year but this club 
has ceased to function formally. In- 
stead its aims and purposes are be- 
ing carried on through the War 
Council Registration. Guinea Pigs 
undergo various tests in the Medl< 
cal Building and the Conunittee in 
charge are giving the whole cam- 
pus an opportunity to participate In 
this important war work. In ad- 
dition on the same card men stu- 
dents will register for general war 
council work such as Book and Sal- 
vage drives, Mile of Pennies Cam- 
paign and Hang Hitler type of 
work. 

The Council stated that the forms 
this year will not be complicated 
and their sole purpose is to show 
what the students are willing to do

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War Council Registration 

On Thursday tiic McGill Students' War 
Council will inaugurate its season with a 
campus-wide registration of all male stu- 
dents. Undcrprafluatcs will be asked to fill 
two forms; one the official blood donor 
form of the Canadian Red Cross Society, 
the other the new and simplified form of 
the ^IcGill War Council. 

The importance of the Red Cross 
blood bank has been given a great donl of 
well-deserved publicity, and every student 
who is physically fit should consider it a 
duty and a privilege to contribute his blood 
to help save the lives of his fellow Can- 
adians, and indeed the lives of a large num- 
ber of unfortunate civilians through whose 
country the war will pa>=. Tlic process is 
a painless one, and wc should remember 
that our forbears were in the habit of 
blood-letting for their health, and had to 
pay the barber for the service. We can gel 
better service free, and we will have the 
moral satisfartion of knowing that it will 
save the life of a human being. 

In past years the efforts of the Stu- 
dents' AVnr Council have met with consid- 
erable success, due partly to the work of 
the Executive Council, and partly to the 
enthusiasm of the student body. However, 
if the students had not been behind the 
Council, the campaigns would have failed. 

The Council will again call for student 
help on Thursday, and we hope that the 
undergraduate body will not be too apathe- 
tic to respond. Four questions are asked on 
the card, the first being, "Will you volun- 
teer as a 'Guinea Pig' for the Research 
Council." This work consists in assisting at 
various experiments which are being con- 
ducted in the Faculty of ^icdicine, and 
the Research Council will guarantee that 
there are no permanent disal)ilitiea. This is 
a field in which a McGill student should 
be proud to serve, in view of the renown 
which McGill enjoys in the world of medi- 
cine. 

The form also asks for volunteers to do 
telephoning and filing work for the War 
Council, and to help in book and salvage 
drives. Although the day of scrap metal 
and rubber drives seem to be past, there 
is still the opportunity of helping the ser- 
vice man by collecting books and maga- 
zines for reading in his leisure time. The 
financial status of such organizations as 
the Salvation Array,.the Red Triangle, and 
the Knights of Columbus, does not permit 
a substanUal outlay for camp libraries and 
periodical rooms, and it is left to the efforts 
of civilian groups to meet the pressing de- 
mand for books and magazines. This may 
not be as romantic and heroic as blood- 
doning and 'Guinea-Pig' work, but it is 
just as practical, and the results achieved 
will help the peace of mind and indirectly 
the fighting ability of the soldiers, sailors 
and fliers who are in contact with, the 
enemy daily, or who are undergoing courses 
of difficult and exhausting training in pre- 
paration for the fighting front. 

Tlic prol)lcin of service men who have 
no place to spend their leaves is also cov- 
ered by the form, and those who have the 
facilities and the opportunity of entertain- 
ing members of the armed forces or of tiic 
merchant navy durinfi the Cliristmas and

Impressionism 

In a previous issue of ttiis column I 
made tiie statement that Impressionism Is 
still tlie dominant movement in tiic arts to- 
day. Despite the fact that a thousand and 
one different tendencies, each with its own 
name attached, have entered the market 
since Impressionism lost its vogue, I be- 
lieve that II we compare their essential 
principles with the basic principles of that 
movement, wc will find that they all have 
, their roots In it. 

One of the best definitions of Impres- 
sionism of which I know describes the ap- 
proach as one which is less interested In 
outline, architecture, organization, and 
structure than in the working out of de- 
tail. This detail may tend towards a gen- 
eralized effect, or may simply be sinuously 
consecutive. 

I believe that this definition is valid, 
but not quite complete. Anyone with a 
knowledge of literary history could object 
that it applies Just as well to the picaresque 
novel fçrm, or to any other loosely-bound 
art form. The difference is one of quality; 
therefore our definition must be made to 
apply depthwlse, ns well as "in extenso." 
The picaresque form deals in objective and 
realistic detail usually, with an adventure 
emphasis; Impressionism deals in abstract 
and subjective detail, usually with a psy- 
chological emphasis. 

Just as we can trace Surrealism, Atonal- 
Ism, and Futurism to Impressionism, so wo 
can trace Impressionism to Romanticism. 
The latter is primarily the expression of the 
individual. Impressionism is the exaggera- 
tion of this tendency into the hyper-in- 
dividualism of Gide or Proust, and the 
ultra-modern movemenli arc in turn the 
exaggeration of Impressionism into an even

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Music from Poland 

Last Friday night, the occasion of the 25th 
anniversary of Poland's political rebirth was 
celebrated in a concert of Polish music by 
Polish artists at the St. Denis Theatre. Five 
of the six compositions heard .were receiving 
their first presentation in Canada, under the 
baton of Grcgor Fitclberg with the Montreal 
Philharmonic Orchestra. 

The program opened with tlic overture to 
the opera "Halka", ("The Haunted Castle"), by 
Stanislaw Moniuszko. Mr. Fitelberg brought 
out the lively themes of the dance, but the 
orchestra was somewhat hampered by tl;p un- 
familiar rhythms embodied in the work. There 
followed "Trypllquo Champêtre", a suite In 
three parts by Labunski, which the orchestra 
handled with more understanding' than the 
first, selection. 

The outstanding performance of (he eve- 
ning was the playing of the Chopin Concerto 
in F minor, by Padcrewski-tauBHt pianist 
Witold Malcuzynski. Mr. Malcuzynski has cer- 
tainly caught something of the Paderewskl 
touch; he possesses the sharply defined delicacy 
which is so essential in the playing of Chopin, 
and liis singing tone lent real beauty to the 
second movement. Malcuzynski's performance 
brought a wcli-dcscrved ovation, to which he 
responded with a magnificent rendition of 
Chopin's Revolutionary Etude. 

The second half of the program opened with 
a symphonic poem "Episode d'un Bal Masque", 
by Karlowicz, orchestrated by Mr. Fitelberg. 
This work has some beautiful melodic develop- 
ment, ably presented. The sheen of the strings 
lent a sweeping beauty to the rich and gradual 
climaxes achieved by Mr. Fitelberg. 

Szymahowski'5 concerto for violin and orch- 
estra, which expresses much of Poland's folk 
music was then played by the distinguished 
violinist, Bronislaw Huberman. He showed a 
deep native understanding of the rhythms, and 
his tone, though at times not as full as it 
might have been, achieved a singing quality in 
the upper ranges of the instrument seldom 
heard from the concert stage. Mr. Huberman 
played a Chopin Mazurka as an encore, and 
in this short piece, the mazurka rhythm was 
brought out extremely well, in a way which 
made one feel Uiat only a native of Poland 
could have a true feeling for this folk dance. 
The program concluded with the nuptial dance 
"Houblon", by Wicchowicz, a worlc in rondo 
form, increasing in harmony and instrumenta- 
tion, in a Joyous mood. R. B. G.

Letter Forum 



Editor, McGill Daily. 
Dear Sir: 

Mr. Piper's letter is not only, as 
he anticipated, un-Chrlstlan, antl- 
semltic and chauvinistic but also, 
in so far as his derogatory accusa- 
tions are concerned, malicious. 
Whilst the usual objections raised 
with regard to the admission of 
refugees have been of a concrete, 
though fallacious, nature motivated 
by the desire to protect the econ- 
omic interest of the nation it ap- 
pears from Mr. Piper's letter that 
he objects to the admission of refu- 
gees because of their Inferior char- 
acter qualities. 

I shall not attempt to answer tho 
usual arguments, such that refugees 
cause unemployment, that they be- 
come an economic burden, etc. 
First of all because these arguments 
have been shown again and again 
to be fallacious, as reference to the 
statistics, reports and statements of 
the various agencies and authori- 
ties will prove, and secondly bO' 
cause neither the number of facts 
nor the strength ol the conclusions 
derived therefrom will sway people 
like Mr. Piper from their pre- 
judiced ways of thinking. Since 
however his accusations seem to be 
more general than appears on tho 
surface, I shall try to answer them. 

No. 1. Why did the refugees not 
flee to the organized underground 
movements? 

It is long Icnown that most ot the 
members of these movements are 
able to pursue their normal occu- 
pations and thereby cloak their 
underground doings. Jews however, 
because of the very fact of their 
being Jews, have not been permit- 
ted to remain in any civic position, 
except as guinea pigs for poison 
gas, etc. but have been organized 
in labour corps or shipped to the 
ghettos in Poland. Nevertheless, 
numerous reports have leaked out 
from the occupied. countries, giving 
evidence of the heroism displayed 
by these unfortunate victims in 
fighting fully-equipped Nazi sol- 
diers. There is, for instance, the 
letter published by Time and other 
magazines telling the terrible plight 
of the number of Jewish girls who 
took poison to escape vilification In 
a Nazi brothel How anyone, sitting 
smugly at homo, pursuing compta 
ccntly his college course, getting his 
knowledge about the world and the 
war from third rate magazines, can 
advise starving an emaciated wo 
men and children to perform acts 
of sabotage and be instrumental in 
harassing Nazi soldiers is beyond 
my comprehension. Perhaps Mr. 
Piper— compare his attitude with 
that of those poor Polish peasants, 
themselves robbed of everything 
and yét risking their lives to smug- 
gle a pieces of bread through the 
ghetto walls. 

It is a known fact all over the 
world that the Nazi policy towards 
the Jews Is one of methodic exter- 
mination, and yet Mr. Piper has the 
nerve and cold bloodedncss to 
blame them for trying to escape 
their extermination. 

No. 2) England, Canada and the 
other countries have had bitter ex- 
perience in refugees. 

Does Mr. Piper mean the experi- 
ences of some Individuals with his 
prejudices, or does he moan the ex- 
perience of the nation with regard 
to its self interest. If tho first is 
the case he may be right, but refu- 
gees can hardly be expected to be 
so versatile as to suit all tastes and 
whims. If the second is the case, 
however, I have to refer Mr. Piper 
again to the various reports, cover- 
ing the subject matter, which will 
prove him wrong. . 

No. 3) Mr. Piper looks askance at 
the "neat act of Infiltration" per- 
formed by refugees in squeezing 
successfully Into commercial enter- 
prizes. 

Well, these are the ways of de- 
mocracy and the principle of free 
enterprise. Apparently Mr. Piper 
is in favor of restricting these prin 
clples to his particular class and 
introducing new ones especially for 
refugees. But he should know by 
now that people do not become su- 
perior by the mere decrees of their 
leaders. If Mr. Piper is worth his 
metal he does not have to fear hon- 
est competition. I do not know how 
he comes to think of himself as 
possessing a higher standard of liv- 
ing than the refugees, but I do 
know for certain that the Idea is 
utterly ridiculous. 

A <ew decades ago the vast 



stretches of the U.S. formed the 
battleground of a few thousand In- 
dians fighting continually for hunt. 

ing grounds. Today the same area 
is occupied by a hundred and thir- 
ty million people with a far higher 
standard of life than enjoyed by 
the original inhabitants. All this 
has been accomplished by the refu- 
gees who at one time or another 
have come to that country to live 
life of freedom and equality. In- 
deed, Mr. Piper could not have 
•ritten his thoughtless letter had 
the people of Canada prior to the 
immigration of his father, grand- 
father, or for that matter of his 
great grandfather, taken the same 
stand which he now takes. 

It would go too far to discuss the 
general political principles and 
problems raised by and incidental 
to the refugee problem, but one 
thing must be obvious to anyone 
with only so much as a spatk of 
reason and humane feeling. And 
thiî i? that the use of national 
sovereignty cither directly as in 
N'azi GcinKiny or indirectly to so 
monstrous an end . as the reckless 
disregard of the loves of thousands 
of human beings cannot be Justified 
on any legal or moral grounds, ex- 
cept where the admission of a large 
number of people would seriously 
curtail the means of subsistence of 
a native population. That Canada 
however, with a proportionate In- 
dustrial development, can easily 
support a hundred or more million 
people is a fact which everyone can 
verify by having recourse to tiie re- 
levant writings and statistics. tE.g 
the potential wheat producing ca- 
pacity of tho province of Manitoba 
alone Is capable of supplying the 
needs of the whole world). 

This will perhaps also answer 
those who get fits of moral indigna- 
tion at the mere suggestion to be- 
come martyrs for other people. 
They are not even asked to suffer 
hardships or to forsake any of their 
precious comforts. All that they arc 
asked is to let other people help in 
the development of a vast and rich 
area in which it was their good for- 
tune to be born and which can sup- 
port, without lowering the standard 
of life, a far greater number. 

President Bencs said recently that 
the moral principle of the post-war 
world must not be to live and let 



live, but to live and help live. Let 

us hope that the noble, wise and 
just will prevail over the stupid and 
brutal.

The Editor, McGill Dally, 
Dear Sir, 

In regard to the question of refu- 
gees, and the effects of their enter- 
ing into the country, I feel com- 
pelled to discuss several points. 

First, it goes without saying that 
refugees would, during the war 
help relieve the shortage ot labour, 
both skilled and unskilled. 

Second, the argument that after 
the war they would add seriously to 
the problem of unemployment is 
based upon a misconception of that 
problem. It is true that, taking the 
usual and easy line of thinking, the 
entrance of refugees would offer an 
excuse for the appearance of added 
unemployment, and would be a 
good talking point for another rab- 
ble-rouser. In reality unemploy- 
ment Is more the reflection of a 
condition in our economy wherein 
our resources are not being used to 
the optimum advantage. Thé solu- 
tion' of unemployment is therefore 
from the point of view of the op- 
timum use of our resources, and 
there is strong argument that this 
can be greatly assisted by an in- 
crease In population. 

Tho third and final point which 
I shall touch is probably the most 
difficult, namely that of racial pre- 
judice. In lending support 'to this 
however, we are accepting and fol- 
lowing the ideas put forward by 
our enemies. Tho only way in 
overcoming this prejudice Is by al 
lowing refugees the opportunity of 
living in an atmosphere of tolera- 
tion, which being the antithesis of 
persecution will help mold them 



more to our Ideal of acceptability.

Esquire Says — Poor Football 
Better Than No Football 



Football and other competitive 
sports may suffer a lot due to the 
manpower shortage in American 
colleges, but even a suffering game 
Is, better than none at all, accord- 
ing to thegEsqul«»j.^rta polling 
findings of' Ralph' Cannon and Herb 
Graffis. 

Asked why they thought football 
and other competitive sports were 
being dropped by many colleges 
and universities, 86.46 per cent, laid 
the blame at the door of the man- 
power shortage. Their accompany- 
ing comment favored continuance 
of the game in spite of this handi- 
cap, however, the Esquire poll 
found schools with Navy and Ma- 
rine personnel on their teams was 
discounted as a reason for the 
dropping of sports by 03.03 per cent 
of the voters. Nearly three-quar^ 
ters of those polled did not believe 
that antagonists of sports were us 
ing their emergency authority to 
drive competitive athletics from 
our collegiate^systero. ^. , 

The poU's'^second' question which 
asked voters if they considered this 
dropping of sports unwise on the 
part ol colleges, netted a 58.07 per 
cent, affirmative vote. The reason 
given by those who said "Yes" was 
that it will bo difficult for the 180 
colleges who have dropped sports 
to start again after the war. It will 
take time and will Involve many 
mistakes to reorganize defunct ath- 
letic departments. Some added that 



athletically inclined students would 
not be likely to choose colleges 
that dropped sports with the sea- 
son. 

The third question also drew a 
strong affirmative response. Asked 
if they consMered the situation seri- 
ous enough to warrant organizing 
to protect 'the continuance of sports, 
S2.S0 per cent, said "Yesl" The vot? 
era suggested the formation of na 
tionaL and regtonal conamlttees to 
perform these duties and urged the 
continuance of local such as alum- 
ni grcups, quarterback clubs 
coaches, associations, the American 
Legion and Junior Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Question IV concerned the prac 
tlce of the Navy and Marine corps 
in letting thehr personnel engage in 
collegiate competition, whereas the 
army will not. An ovenvhelmlng 
majority— 87.43 per cent voted the 
army should follow the lead of the 
other branches of the service and 
permit Its personnel .to Join coU 
légiste competition. But the voting 
was hot In spite of the landslide, 
Esquire reports. 

Sports is strictly a secondary con 
sideratton, said a voice from the op- 
position in arguing that with Ute 
aimy, studies come first. Another 
suggested that it was futile to argue 
with the army's decision since 
fighting the decision meant only in- 
jury to civilian morale . . . and 
bloodying of one's own noggïn 
against a stone wall.

higher degree of Individualism. Thus we 
can como to the paradoxical conclusion 
that "Expressionism" U In Its essence an 
Impressionist roanUestâtlon — which Jiist 
goes to show that the name of the latter is 
not to be taken literally, 

Bctore going on to examine the role ot 
Impresslonism in the various arts, I would 
like to draw from the statements I have 
made up to this point some conclusions as 
to the absolute value of this movement, I 
believe that it is essentially a negative 
manifestation. FORM Is a sine qua non, one 
of the most vital of all the constituents of 
art, and any movement which tends to 
wealcen or destroy that architectural basis 
is a negative one. For instance, the fact 
that among modem musicians we have 
not (with the doubtful exception of Sibel- 
ius) a master of formal exposition fused 
with a great creative genius, contributes' to 
the fact that contemporary music has added 
so few masterpieces to the history of crea- 
tive expression. 

Art is formalization, not a direct trans- 
lation, of experience, I have stated above 
that the ultra-modcmUt movements are 
an exaggeration of individualistic tenden- 
cies. The proof of this is that these move- 
ments tend to dispense completely with the . 
formal element. Art finally comes to be a 
vehicle for the pursing of the subconscious 
of the artist, who is no longer interested in 
having anyone else understand, or derive 
profit from, his work. We have countless 
examples of this, from Rimbaud and Sym- 
'bolism, to Gertrude Stein, Dadaism, and 
"automatic writing." In many of the worlu 
produced by authors and schools of this 
type, we find personified the hypcr-in- 
dividuallstic and distintegrating tendencies 
whose seeds were developed through Im- 
pressionism from Romanticism. To me, such 
works have little artistic value; and their 



basic defects are all Inherent in Impres- 
slbntsni, which is, as has been stated, the 
predominant movement in the arts to-day/
